Chinook’s 
Edge wins 
school 
appeal

Chinook’s Edge school 
board will continue with 
plans to create a school in 
the Innisfail provincial 
building after a development 
appeal of the project was 
rejected 

Innisfails’ development 
appeal board took only one 
hour to decide in favor of the 
school jurisdiction after 
hearing concerns from mem¬ 
bers of St Mark’s Anglican 
Church 

St. Mark’s and the em¬ 
ployees of the Innisfail Com¬ 
munity' Health Centre, both 
of whom share space with 
Chinooks’s Edge, launched 
the appeal after the proposed 
kindergarten to grade three 
school was announced Both 
cited concerns about park¬ 
ing and child safety as the 
major reasons for their op¬ 
position 

But the Innisfail Commu¬ 
nity Health Centre chose to 
drop their appeal before the 
hearing after discussions 
with the school board 

Edie Scott, a member of 
the Anglican Church, said 
her congregation was also 
satisfied with the outcome 
of the appeal and felt the 
school board would attempt

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New CAO sees potential in Didsbury

Didsbury’s new Chief Ad¬ 
ministrative Officer said he 
chose to take a job in Didsbury 
for a reason - he sees tremen¬ 
dous potential 

Evan Parliament, 30, said he 
is impressed with the benefits of 
Didsbury' and sees a vast amount 
of potential for growth 

‘ ‘ Look at the geographical lo¬ 
cation,” he said “The Highway 
2 corridor is the fastest growing 
part of Alberta and I w ant to be 
a part of it.” 

To that end Parliament, who 
was previously employed as the 
town manager of Bentley (near 
Sylvan Lake) for the past four 
years, is developing strategy to 
attract residential, commercial 


and industrial growth 

‘ ‘ My primary focus is on eco¬ 
nomic development,” he said 
“We are in competition with a 
lot of other communities around 
this area So we are trying to 
instal an entreprcneurialism into 
government so we can offer the 
services and get the biggest bang 
for our budgeted dollar ” 

Some of the benefits he listed 
for Didsbury - its proximity to a 
major international city, its qual¬ 
ity of life, its facilities He said 
he sees a huge market of com¬ 
muters looking to get away from 
city life and he feels Didsbury 
can grab a large chunk of that 
market 

“When I was in Bentley, I 
talked to people who wanted to 
move from Calgary because they 
were sick of the city And that 


was in Bentley Didsbury' is a lot 
closer and I believe we can re¬ 
ally attract those people.” 

Parliament is one of two new 
municipal officers who have 
moved into the town office. 
Sandra Veenstra, the new Di¬ 
rector of Corporate Services, 
also began with the town last 
week The two fill positions in 
the town’s revamped corporate 
structure As CAO, Parliament 
will focus strictly on economic 
development and municipal ad¬ 
ministration and Veenstra will 
handle the day to day finances 

On a personal level. Parlia¬ 
ment is also looking forward to 
getting involved with town resi¬ 
dents and plans to either build or 
purchase an existing home 
shortly He and his w ife Joanne, 
who works in Leisure Services 


Management with Olds College, 
currently live in Innisfail 
Parliament, who has a degree 
in Recreation and Physical Edu¬ 
cation from the University of 
Alberta, began working in mu¬ 
nicipal government in 1986 when 
he was hired as the recreation 
director in High Level He then 
worked in Manville and later in 
Community Services in Swan 
Hills While he was in Swan 
Hills, he enrolled in the Local 
Government Administrators 
course at U of A which he com¬ 
pleted in 1991 It was then that 
he went to work in Bentley 
Parliament said he will miss 
Bentley but is looking forward 
to working with a bigger popula¬ 
tion base and getting to know the 
people of Didsbury

Council supports 
911 service

Didsbury town council has 
thrown their support behind a bid to 
install 911 emergency service in 
the County of Mountain View 
At their last meeting, council 
voted to support the efforts of a 
group of stakeholders from the area 
who are attempting to establish the 
service 

Councillor Willard Swalm told 
town council AGT has been trying 
to establish the 911 service prov¬ 
ince wide since 1988 The service 
receives incoming emergency calls 
for police, fire and ambulance, takes 


the pertinent information and then 
directs the information to the near¬ 
est emergency response provider 

Swalm said AGT is currently 
making application to the CRTC 
for approval of installing the sys¬ 
tem province-wide The cost to es¬ 
tablish and run the service is esti¬ 
mated at between $.60 and $1 per 
month for each telephone line. 

All the municipalities in the area 
have brought a similar request to 
their councils, asking for support of 
the effort to bring 911 to the county 
Swalm said the county office will 
keep track of each municipality’s 
response. 


A single vehicle accident near

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Court shorts

A 14-year-old young offender 
was sentenced to one year’s proba¬ 
tion and ordered to pay restitution 
for half of the amount of goods 
stolen after he pleaded guilty to 
stealing cigarettes 

The 14-year-old, who cannot be 
identified, told provincial court he 
and another accomplice broke into 
the Tall Timber building, climbed 
along the ceiling and broke into the 
store. Once inside they took cartons 
of cigarettes worth more than $700 
RCMP said the cigarettes were 
not recovered 

A Sundre man has been ordered 
to stand trial on a charge of sexual 
assault. 

Emil (Butch) Geisler was or¬ 
dered by a provincial court judge to 


face trial on the charge after listen¬ 
ing to crown evidence in a prelimi¬ 
nary hearing held in Didsbury Pro¬ 
vincial Court last week. 

Geisler will face the charges in 
Calgary later this year 

A man who claimed he was sim¬ 
ply trying to help an Olds woman 
solve her health problems was fined 
$200 by a provincial court judge 
after he sat through a convoluted 
case involving simple shoplifting 

William Richard Pawlivsky was 
lined for stealing four litre contain¬ 
ers of oil, a box of tin foil and a 
utility knife from the Mohawk gas 
station in Olds on December 31, 
1994. 

According to testimony given 
by the cashier in the store that morn¬ 
ing, Pawlivsky spent four hours 
wandering in and out of the store, 
each time taking various items out 


in the pockets of his coat 

Marilyn Prohl said Pawlivsky 
also spent much of the time talking 
with her, telling her about horo¬ 
scopes, herbal treatments and the 
dangers of eating pork. 

“It was just strange,” she said 
“He asked me if I eat pork (and I 
said yes) and then he just starting 
freaking out, waving his arms 
around and telling me I was going 
to hell ” 

Pawlivsky was arrested later in 
the day by the Airdrie Freeway 
Patrol who found the items reported 
stolen from the Mohawk in his car 
Pawlivsky denied stealing any¬ 
thing, saying he purchased the oil at 
another location and had paid for 
the utility knife at the Mohawk. I le 
could not produce receipts for the 
purchases.

to alleviate their parking con¬ 
cerns 

“That was really our con¬ 
cern,” Scott said “It is too bad it 
escalated into news we were 
opposing the school That was 
really not our intention ” 

Previous to the appeal, Chi¬ 
nook’s Edge announced it would 
look at alternative plans to ac¬ 
commodate the students who 
would have attended the Chi¬ 
nook Centre school and also 


announced that it would look 
into the possibility of moving 
the head office out of Innisfail 
Dr Altha Neilson, Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools for Chinook ’ s 
Edge said plans to investigate 
moving are still in place 
“It is very likely we will stay 
in Innisfail but it is still a possi¬ 
bility' we will move to Olds,” 
she said 

Dr Neilson said the investi¬ 
gation into moving to Olds was 


not meant as a threat but a means 
of coping with space problems 
in their current site in the 
Innisfail Provincial building 
‘ ‘We are having a lot of prob¬ 
lems finding enough space, es¬ 
pecially for our finance depart¬ 
ment,” She said “(Whether or 
not we stay) depends on whether 
public works can arrange enough 
space for us in this building.”

2. Marketing Main Street will 
be working with our local busi¬ 
nesses, the BRZ, the Town, the 
Chamber of Commerce and anyone 
else who should to be involved, to 
develop and implement a Market¬ 
ing and Promotion Strategy This 


strategy will capitalize on the his¬ 
toric nature of our downtown, as 
well as on the goods and services 
available Part of this effort will 
include developing a logo and 
graphic for Main Street and down¬ 
town that will become part of all 
advertising, 
letters, en¬ 
velopes etc 
We will also 
work to de¬ 
velop new 
promotions 
and intro¬ 
duce new marketing techniques for 
businesses to utilize. 

3 Design The most visible part 
of the Main Street effort will be the 
storefront restorations and 
rehabilitations The Building Fa¬ 
cade Rehabilitation and Restora¬ 
tion Programme will literally 
change the face of downtown over 
the next few years These changes, 
along with streetscape improve¬ 
ments currently being planned, will 
be a source of community pride, as 
well as helping to draw more peo¬ 
ple into downtown The Main Street 
Project will hire an architect who 
specializes in historic preservation 
architecture to provide professional 
design advice for eligible down¬ 
town commercial buildings This 
advice can range from full facade 
restorations to signage plans and 
paint schemes. 

4 Economic Development: 
Main Street will be working closely 
with the town's new Chief Admin¬ 
istrative Officer, Evan Parliament, 
who will be expanding that posi¬ 
tion's role in economic develop¬ 
ment and with the other organiza¬

Behind the scenes

Alberta may become the battle¬ 
ground for an environmental j lhad. a 
holy war. 

That's what it's come to. 

A coalition of environmental 
groups says it's ready to start a war in 
the courts to protect Alberta’s envi¬ 
ronment. They've decided that Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Minister Ty 
Lund, sometimes referred to as For¬ 
est Stump, has abandoned his respon¬ 
sibilities. 

Lund has been a target since de¬ 
claring that he didn't want "eco-cops 
sniffing around on his land”. Hostili¬ 
ties grew with the suspicious cancel¬ 
lation of a deal that placed environ¬ 
mental restrictions on a resort devel¬ 
opment at Westcastle, near Pincher 


Creek Things got even hotter when 
Lund changed the Special Places 
program and made economic devel¬ 
opment one of the goals 

The government's green record is 
also attracting unwanted attention 
from outside Alberta Much to the 
chagrin of former Environment Min¬ 
ister Ralph Klein, both the Sierra 
Club of Canada and the World Wild¬ 
life Fund gave the government fail¬ 
ing grades for it's environmental track 
record. 

Now environmentalists are 
alarmed over the deregulation task 
force headed by Peace River MLA 
Gary Fnedel, noting that proposed 
changes to environment rules went 
to business and industry, but weren't 
released to the public 

"The deregulation of Alberta is 
occurring as quietly as possible," 
says Myles Kitigawa of Toxic Watch, 
who suggests that the government 
would be able to wipe out every 
environmental regulation on the 
books, with only an Order in Coun¬ 
cil 

Others charge that the depart¬ 
ment's attitude toward the public is 
the best reason to worry One activist 
says she made regular calls to check 
on environmental violations by spe¬ 
cific companies. For years, she says, 
she was told there were no viola¬ 
tions Then she learned the depart¬ 
ment had started calling them 
"exceedances" and since she was 
asking about violations, not 


exceedances, they didn't supply the 
information 

Meanwhile, the activists charge, 
the department has overruled it's own 
scientists and given permission for 
projects that had been seen as too 
risky. 

That's why this coalition says it's 
giving up on working through the 
usual process and gearing up for a war 
in the civil courts The idea is to train 
Albertans in how to use the law effec¬ 
tively, to use the courts to force Lund's 
department to do what they say it 
won't do: carry out it's mandate 

That means a lot of lawyers will be 
trying out their brand new Evinrudes, 
but Brian Staszenski with the Envi¬ 
ronmental Resource Center suggests 
that the big green guns are about to be 
turned toward Alberta American 
foundations like the Sierra Defence 
Fund with it's fat war chest. 

Now that the BC government has 
relented in it's battle over logging on 
Vancouver Island, it seems not unre¬ 
alistic to suggest that Alberta, with it's 
bleak report card, might become the 
new target 

But if it does, then Alberta taxpay¬ 
ers will have to buy a few thousand 
recreational watercraft for lawyers to 
defend the government in a succes¬ 
sion of courtrooms If we have to do 
that, it would be nice to ensure that 
we're not blowing that money simply 
because someone in the government 
thinks the current environmental pro¬ 
tection legislation is for display only

Questions, questions When it 
comes to buying a house, there's no 
shortage of questions — especially 
if it's your first time Suddenly you 
have to become an expert on house 
construction, real estate jargon and 
especially finance. 

In a recent survey. Royal Bank 
of Canada asked bankers across the 
country to find out what prospec¬ 
tive home-buyers most often want 
to know about mortgages Here are 
five of the top questions — and the 
answers. 

1 What's the best interest rate I 
can get? 

Don't assume that because the 
mortgage rate is posted in the win¬ 
dow that it's the final word Mort¬ 
gage rates are negotiable and most 
lenders don't want to lose business 
over a fraction of a percentage point. 
Your chances of negotiating a lower 
rate are better if you already have a 
good business relationship with the 
lender. 

2. How much do 1 qualify for? 

All lenders use a standard test to 

decide how large a mortgage you 
can carry. First they look at your 
"gross debt service." That's the 
amount you would pay each month 
for the mortgage, heating bill and 
property taxes. It shouldn't be higher 
than 32 percent of your gross an¬ 
nual income for a single-family 
dwelling. They also look at your 
"total debt service." That includes 
all of the above, plus payments on 
other debts, such as a car loan It 
shouldn't exceed 40 percent of your 
income. 

3. What fees are involved in get¬ 
ting a mortgage? 

Lenders usually order an ap¬ 
praisal of the property The fee var¬ 
ies and some banks will offer to pick 
up the tab 

Mortgages with a down payment 
smaller than 25 percent must be 
insured by the Canada Mortgage 
and I lousing Corporation. Since the 
low down payment of these mort¬ 
gages puts the burden of risk on the 
lender, you will have to pay a one¬ 
time insurance premium of about 
2.5 percent of the mortgage loan, 
plus applicable taxes, to protect the 
lender in case of default 

Some banks charge a fee to re¬ 
new the mortgage at the end of the 
payment term This fee may be ne-

EASY ORIENTAL BEEF SATAY 

1/3 cup (75 ml,) vegetable oil 
1/4 cup (50 mL) vinegar 
3 tbsp (45 mL) soy sauce 

1 tbsp (15 mL) granulated sugar 

2 beef bouillon cubes, crumbled 

1 clove garlic, minced (or use 1/8 tsp minced garlic/garlic powder) 

1/2 tsp (2 mL) ground ginger 

1 lb (500 g) sirloin steak, cut into strips 

2 tbsp (25 ml.) liquid honey 
Garnish: sesame seeds 

In a shallow baking dish or pie plate, combine oil, vinegar, soy sauce, 
sugar, bouillon, garlic and ginger. Add beef strips to mixture, turning to coat 
evenly. Cover and refrigerate in marinade at least 4 hours, preferably 
overnight About 30 minutes before, soak wooden skewers in cold water to 
prevent scorching. Carefully thread meat on skewers. Place meat on broiler 
pan; broil 3-4 minutes on each side In a small saucepan, add honey to 
reserved marinade, bring to a boil and simmer 5 minutes Sprinkle beef satays 
with sesame seeds if desired; serve with hot dipping sauce Makes 8 appetizer 
servings.

1 Beef Bouillon Cube, crumbled 1/2 tsp (2mL) garlic powder

4 What payment options do I 
have? 

You can save thousands of dol¬ 
lars and cut years off your mortgage 
by making more frequent payments 
and by occasionally paying more 
than the minimum Ask if your lender 
allows accelerated weekly or bi¬ 
weekly payments Find out if you're 
allowed to make lump sum pay¬ 
ments and how often you can make 
them Does your lender allow you to 
make double payments whenever 
you wish? Can you increase the size 
of your regular payment during the 
term? A few extra dollars, espe¬ 
cially early in the mortgage, make a 
huge difference in the long run 

5. How flexible is the mortgage? 

Make sure the mortgage is as¬ 
sumable That means it can be taken 
over by anyone who buys your 
house, so long as they meet the 
lender’s criteria It should also be 
portable, meaning you can take it to 
a new house if you wish Ask if 
you're allow ed to pay off the mort¬ 
gage early without penalty, should 
funds become available. If you need 
some financial breathing space, 
some lenders will allow you to skip 
one or more payments w ithout pen¬ 
alty. Most lenders have provisions 
that allow you to reduce the size of 
your payment by extending the 
amortization period under certain 
conditions Ask before you sign
